Saturdays and Weekdays (any hour): 3 hours at rates named in Columns 1 and 3. 

NOTE 2 - Item 325 in Tariff Freight PA. P.U.C. No. 50 will not be offered. 
NOTE 3 - Where storage-in-transit shipment is not unloaded at carrier's warehouse, and shipment remains on carrier's 

vehicle, an overnight S.l.T. flat charge of $150.00 per vehicle will be assessed. Waiting charge will be 
assessed by carrier on the basis of a vehicle, driver and one helper at the applicable hourly rates shown above 
from 8 A.M. following overnight S.l.T. flat charge until carrier's employees and equipment arrive at customer's 
location for unloading. Thereafter, carrier's hourly rates above will be assessed based on the equipment and 
labor furnished by carrier from the commencement of unloading until completion of unloading and dismissal of 
equipment and labor by shipper.

A flat charge based on one hour at the applicable transportation rates shown in Columns 2 or 3 when distance from 

original point of origin to final destination is 10 miles or less. 
A flat charge based on one and one half hours at the applicable transportation rates shown in Columns 2 or 3 when 

distance from original point of origin to final destination is more than 10 miles but not exceeding 20 miles. 
A flat charge based on two hours at the applicable transportation rates shown in Columns 2 or 3 when distance from 

original point of origin to final destination is more than 20 miles but not to exceed 40 miles. 
NOTE BB - (Applicable only to ABucks, Chester, ALancaster, Montgomery and Philadelphia Counties) 

(1) Origin and destination is within 10 miles or carrier's terminal -1 hour at the applicable rates. 
(2) Origin or destination is between 11 and 20 miles of carrier's terminal -1.5 hours at the applicable rates. 
(3) Origin or destination is between 21 and 30 miles of carrier's terminal - 2 hours at the applicable rates. 
(4) Origin or destination is between 31 and 40 miles of carrier's terminal - 3 hours at the applicable rates.
